Mayor introduces $10 million budget

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
has submitted a balanced 
budget to members of the 
Romulus City Council with 
hopes for approval of her 
spending plan for 1988-89 fiscal 
year long before the July 1 
deadline. 

The budget totals more than 
$10 million and calls for signifi- 
cant wage hikes among city 
workers, 

The 14.2 percent overall 
wage and salary increases 
were proposed following a 
study by the Michigan State 
Civil Service Commission This 
is the single largest increase in 
the proposed budget. 

According to McAnally, the 
study showed that a wage in- 
crease would bTing Romulus 
;city employees up to par with 
other comparable markets. 
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We are able to 
reduce miHage for 
debt service by one 
haff-mifi (.5), which 
brings our total levy to 
10.9 mills...

MeAnally’s budget also has a 
pleasant surprise for tax- 
payers. **As a result of in- 
creased development, 1 * states 
McAnally, "We are able to re- 
duce millage for debt service 
by one half mill (.5), which 
brings our total levy to 10.9 
mills, one of the lowest in the 
state for a comparably sized 
community offering a similar 
range of services." 

Other budget items include a 
16-percent increase in police 


department funding, which is 
30 percent of the budget total. 
This proposed $3.2 million in 
police expense will be spent 
mainly on salary increases and 
the creation of three new jobs: 
a deputy director of commun- 
ity relations and two clerks. 

The fire department has re- 
ceived an allotment of 8 per- 
cent of the budget and the prop- 
osed $550,000 is a 20-percent 
jump from last year The in- 
crease provides for funding for 
uniforms, mobile radios, re- 
ceivers and a generator (half of 
which will be funded by the 
police department). 

Another $1.3 million, 13 per- 
cent of the budget, w r enl to the 
building and grounds depart- 
ment. The 11-percent increase 
over last year is due to fees and 
studies required by planned de- 
velopment and construction. 

In keeping with city improve- 
ment plans, the economic de- 


velopment department funding 
is up nearly 31 percent over last 
year. Almost $49,000 is to be 
used for the Downtown De- 
velopment Authority plan. 

The major decreases in the 
mayor's budget fall under the 
drains-at-large department. 
That department has a 62- 
percent decrease due to a cut of 
nearly $90,000 in drain mainte- 
nance. 

Another significant decrease 
is in the area of bridges, high- 
ways and streets which was cut 
$82,000, a 14- percent drop from 
last year. 

Overall, McAnally is proud 
of the budget and feels it pro- 
vides something for everyone. 
With more money going to the 
police and fire, along with the 
reduced millage, combined 
with provisions for more more 
construction and building, the 
whole community should be- 
nefit, she said. 


Voters asked to 
decide fate Cf 
millage hikes

Romulus voters will head to 
the polls Tuesday to decide 
whether or not the general fund 
operating millage in the dis- 
trict should be increased 4.5 
mills for one year. Voters will 
also be asked to determine 
whether the millage rate 
should be increased 2 mills for 
two years, beginning in 1989. 

If the millage hikes - propos- 
als A and B on the ballot - are 
approved, school officials have 
said they will reduce the debt 
retirement levy in the district 
4.5 mills for one year and 2 
mills for 1989 and 1990. The end 
result - with a 4,5-mill increase 
in general fund millage and 4.5- 
mill decrease in debt retire- 
ment millage - would be no 
change in the current millage 
rate. 

If the proposals fail, officials 
said the district would face ser- 
vice cuts and staff layoffs in the 
fall. The budget cuts would be 
necessary to defray a $1,1 mil- 
lion accumulated budget de- 
ficit, according to Dr, William 
Bedell, superintendent of 
schools. 

Romulus school officials cut 
27 full-time teaching positions 
last September to reduce the 
budget deficit and save the dis- 
trict $800,000 in salaries. 

Bedell said staff salary in- 
creases for Romulus this year 
were 3 percent, compared to a 
6-percent average across the 
county. Nevertheless, even 
with the smaller pay raises, the 
budget deficit for the school 
system continues to increase. 
Bedell explained. 

In February, school board 
members approved the place- 
ment of two proposals on the 
ballot for the Tuesday election. 

The two proposals focus on 
the tu r o millage rates levied for 
taxpayers in the school dis- 
trict. The general operation 
millage is currently at 43.65 
mills and is used for the every- 
day operation of the schools. 
The debt retirement millage is 
currently at 5.5 mills and is 
used to repay the borrowed 
monies needed to build new 
schools and fund other capital 
improvements. 

Proposal A on the Tuesday 
ballot will determine whether 
there should be a millage in-

crease of 4.5 mills during 1988 
to provide additional school 
funds. 

If Proposal A were approved, 
school officials would approve 
a resolution calling for a one- 
year, 4.5-mill reduction in the 
debt retirement millage. The 
one-year reduction would de- 
plete a $L4 million surplus in 
the debt-retirement fund, a 
surplus accumulated because 
school officials levy a millage 
rate slightly more than what is 
needed to repay bonds. 

Proposal B will determine 
whether a 2-mill increase for 
three years - from 1989-91 - 
should be utilized to provide 
additional funds for Romulus 
schools. 

Proposal B would be in effect 
after the 4.5-millage hike from 
proposal A had expired. 

Romulus schools receive 
funding from the state in the 
form of state aid, in addition to 
the millage levy on the tax- 
payers. The local millage 
generates about $14.8 million 
for general operations of 
schools, according to Bedell. 
The school district budget ex- 
penditures are $22.9 million. 

The $6.2 million difference is 
paid by the state, in the form of 
state aid. 

However, Bedell said, state 
aid monies have been less than 
in years past, creating the local 
school district deficit problem. 


Postitive discipline: Cory students show colors in program

The rules of discipline at 
Cory Elementary School, in 
Romulus, don ! t deal only with 
poor behavior. And, apparent- 
ly, this positive approach to 
child development is working, 
school officials say, 

Lenora Bird, fourth-grade 
teacher at the school , said the 
program, called the Assertive 
Discipline Program, is de- 
signed to reward students at 
the school for good behavior 
and supply consequences when 
a student chooses to break a 
rule, 

“It*s really a discipline prog- 
ram, It is a program of follow- 
ing rules," Bird said. “It is a 
positive approach to disci- 
pline," 

The program, which was im- 
plemented in August 1985 in the 
elementary school, is used to 
some degree throughout all the 
Romulus public schools, 


according to Terrel LeCesne, 
Romulus schools assistant su- 
perintendent. He said the prog- 
ram was started as an alterna- 
tive to corporal punishment 
when the members of the 
Romulus Board of Education 
adopted the anti-corporal 
punishment policy. 

"There was some interest by 
teachers in the program," 
LeCesne said “It works 
reasonably well. The beauty of 
the program is the uniformity 
of the rules - and there are not 
many.” 

LeCesne said the emphasis of 
the program is not on violation 
and punishment but, rather, on 
reward. 

Pete Silveri, principal of 
Cory, said the program has 
three basic elements: rules, 
consequences and rewards. 
Rules, he said, are enforced in 
classrooms and the building. 
He explained that teachers 
make their individual class 
rules, and the school also has set 


rules. 

Students who choose to break 
a rule would receive a "pink 
slip," miss a recess, sit in a cor- 
ner, or, if the broken rule was 
severe enough, the child could 
receive a detention or suspen- 
sion, Students who are in the 
good behavior group would re- 
ceive a “gold slip," class par- 
ties or an extra recess. 

At the end of each month, stu- 
dents who received no more 
than two pink slips are allowed 
to attend a special event for 
students at the school. The 
event may include an awards 
ceremony, a movie or an ice 
cream social. 

“The idea is to reward them 
for good jobs. I’ve noticed ev- 
erything is very orderly. I'm 
pleased with it. It offers con- 
sistency with rules and needs," 
Silveri said. “They know what 
will happen to them if they are 
good or bad. It (the program)

History in the making for local group 


Schoolhouse project moves 
Historical Society members

The Romulus Historical 
Museum is history in itself. 
Romulus residents will have a 
chance to experience that his- 
tory next month 

From 1839 to 1892, the 
museum served as a one- room 
school house in Romulus, 
according to Pearl Varner, 
president of the Romulus His- 
torical Society. She said the 
school was moved in 1892, when 
the downtown began to move to 
another area of the city. Later, 
the school was purchased and 
made into a house. 

Two years ago, the structure 
was moved about one* ha If mile 
to the present location at God- 
dard and Hunt roads. 

Today, the District No. 1 
Schoolhouse, as it used to be 
called, is being constructed as 
it was in the 1800s, 

"We're trying to construct 
the outside as District No. 1 
Schoolhouse," Varner said. 
"At this point, it is one room. 
We kept two rooms from the 
house, which were built in 
1928." 

She said one of the rooms will 
be used as a bathroom, and the 
other room will be used "prob- 
ably as storage." 

Like most projects, money is 
a prime factor in the comple- 
tion stages. Varner said the 
funds for building are supplied 
by the Romulus Historical 
Society and donations from 
Romulus residents and 


businessmen, She added the in 
itial payment to move the 
building was funded by a feder- 
al Community Development 
Block (5 rant. 

Currently, construction of 
the building is being done by 
Romulus Historical Society 
members, Varner said more 
support may be needed, but the 
project is progressing, 

"We will be replacing win- 
dows sometime this or next 
month The front is completed, 
and the entry way has two new 
front doors." 

She said new heating, plumb- 
ing, wiring and lighting will be 
added in the building 

The artifacts, Varner said, 
are presently in various places 
around the city. She said most 
of the artifacts are located in 
the Romulus library. 

Some of the artifacts will be 
on display at t lie museum dur- 
ing the Romulus Michigan 
week in late May* 

"On May 21st, we'll have a 
pre-opening to let people inside 
and see what’s going on. Some 
artifacts will be on display, and 
refreshments will be served," 
explained Varner, 

Despite the pre-opening, 
Varner said she does not know 
when the official grand opening 
will be. 

"There is no time schedule. 
This a hobby, so we will take 
our time. We won't try to hurry 
We’ll work at our own pace, 

"It's an exciting project. We 
have to do a lot of organizing. 
We're working back in history. 
This is Romulus history."

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European waste plan 
eyed as local model

Most visitors to Europe bring 
back photographs and slides of 
picturesque villages, scenic 
countrysides and historic 
buildings. However, the slide 
collection of Hep. James Kos le- 
va of Canton features such 
awesome sights as compost 
heaps, re- 
cycling 
equipment 
and solid 
waste separ- 
ators, 

Kosteva 
presented 
his slides at 
the April 8 Jim Kosteva 
meeting of the Conference of 
Western Wayne when he re- 
ported on his fact-finding trip 
to Europe to study solid waste 
disposal methods. 

“The message from Europe 
is that technology is avail- 
able,’" Kosteva said. 

Kosteva visited cities with 
populations of between 5,000 
and 6,000 up to m unci pa lilies 
with two million people in West 
Germany, Switzerland and 
Belgium. Thoughoui the tour, 
he said, he witnessed a com- 
mitment to solving the solid 
waste disposal problem pri- 
marily through recycling and 
composting. The state repre- 
sentative said the European 
countries that he visited 
appeared to be five to seven 
years ahead of the U.S. in deal- 
ing with solid waste disposal. 

In many areas, Kosteva said, 
trash is sorted before it is 
placed at the curb for pickup, 
Leaves, grass clippings and 
organic matter are placed in a 
green container while plastics, 
metals and glass are disposed of 
in a grey or black container, 
Regular weekly pick-ups alter- 
nate between the l wo types of 


wastes, with organic matter 
being processed into compost 
and used to enrich the soil in 
parks, golf courses and gar- 
dens, while the' non-organic 
matter is recycled into various 
uses and the remainder going 
into landfills. 

Red containers arc placed in 
shopping malls and other pub- 
lic places for the disposal of 
batteries, insecticides and 
other dangerous wastes, Koste- 
va said. 

Kosteva said that “accept- 
ance of organic matter'* has 
been good. The organic mate- 
rial has been used to enrich the 
soils of vineyards, farms and 
gardens in Europe, and in some 
cases, individual homeowners 
receive their recycled “green 
container’ wastes back in the 
form of free compost for their 
yards or gardens. Kosteva said 
there is no problem in the re- 
utilization of metals and paper, 
but the reuse of plastics has 
been a problem for European 
recyclers. 

The state representative 
emphasized that technology is 
available for “all sizes and 
shapes” of community needs. 
Some communities use very 
sophisticated and costly equip- 
ment, while others utilize re- 
latively simple systems, he 
said. Kosteva noted that two re- 
cycling facilities - each hand- 
ling 250 tons - are being built in 
Philadelphia, and another site 
is being constructed in the Min- 
neapolis area. 

During his tours of the com- 
posting facilities, Kosteva 
said, he did not experience any 
problems with offensive odors. 
He said the composting sites 
were compatible with their 
neighbors, 

Kosteva said the key to 
establishing a successful prog- 
ram in this country is educa- 
tion. 


County waste plan: 
‘toughest in state’

Murray, who previously had 
been responsible for solid 
waste programs in Washtenaw 
County, called the Wayne 
County plan “the toughest in 
Michigan” in providing penal- 
ties for communities failing to 
reduce wastes. Murray pre- 
dicted that the county plan 
would put the area at the fore- 
front of the state in solid waste 
reduction. 

The county plan to reduce the 
reliance on landfills was intro- 
duced recently by Wayne Coun- 
ty Executive Edward McNa- 
mara, who noted that the coun- 
ty has “less than four years of 
capacity left for landfilling 
wraste,” McNamara said the 
previous solid waste plan, 
which was adopted in 1984, w F as 
“a dismal failure,” resulting in 
a three percent reduction in 
landfilling up to this date when 
a 50 percent reduction by 1989 
was the goal. 

“Incineration and recycling 
are the keys to solving the solid 
waste problem,” McNamara 
said. “Those problems take 
several years to develop and 
we have to start today.”

communities which seek to 
dump garbage in a new or ex- 
panded landfill in the county af- 
ter Jan. 1, 1991, to have a plan 
(approved by the Wayne Coun- 
ty Solid Waste Committee) for 
a 75 percent reduction in gar- 
bage by the 2000. In addition, 
the communities must imple- 
ment that plan, and by Jan. 1, 
1993, each community must 
have definite plans for financ- 
ing and constructing the re- 
quired incineration or recycl- 
ing facilites approved by the 
Solid Waste Committee. 

According to the county plan, 
after Jan. 1, 2000, communities 
will not be permitted to dump 
garbage in Wayne County un- 
less they have achieved the 75 
percent volume reduction goal. 
In the interim, a limited num- 
ber of new' landfills would be 
approved in order to get the 
county to the year 2000, accord- 
ing to county officials. 

The county executive ack- 
nowledged that the task will be 
a difficult one. 

“The communities have a lit- 
tle more than two and one-half 
years to get their plan 
together,” McNamara said. 
“It won’t be easy, but if we’re 
^oing to do it, we must start 
day.”

Several state 
actions taken 

The following is a briefing of 
recent activities in Lansing of 
interest to local residents: 

• Gov. Blanchard has signed 
bills that : allow' the state Com- 
merce Department to make 
emergency, short-term loans to 
communities in which major 
economic development projects 
w ere stalled because of the 
court challenge involving Tax 
Increment Financing Author- 
ities ; give prosecutors some of 
the same appeal rights as cri- 
minal defendants, without 
violating constitutional protec- 
tions against double jeopardy: 
waive the state-administered 
driving test requirement fot 
motorcycle applicants 18 and 
younger if they have successful- 
ly completed a motorcycle safe- 
ty course: authorizes the juve- 
nile court to order and offender, 
as a condition of probation, to 
pay restitution to the victim, 
either by performing service or 
by paying earnings from em- 
ployment; requires the consent 
of the prosecutor and the judge 
before a defendant may waive 
the right to a jury trial: allows 
retired judges who are 
reelected to suspend their re- 
tirement pay during their judi- 
cial service; and allows the 
court to impose a jail term on 
individuals who poison food, 
medicine or w ater supplies. 


Homes: Shortage of listings favors the seller

Western Wayne County and 
Oakland County have a shor- 
tage of home listings, creating 
a market of happiness for the 
seller, according to Marjory R 
Pickett, president of Metro 
MLS. 

Metro MLS is a multiple list- 
ing real estate service for west- 
ern Wayne County and Oak- 
land County. 

A shortage of single family 
home listings may prove to be 
the biggest deterrent to grow th 
in the 1988 real estate market, 
Pickett said. 

“It’s really a seller's market 
out there,” Pickett said. 

Listings that enter the mar- 
ket that are well-kept up and in 
a good location won't last lon- 
ger than two days, she ex- 
plained. 

But the market is also in good 
condition for buyers, Pickett 
continued. The stock market 
crash of 1987 scared some peo- 
ple at first, and they put off in- 
vesting. Then, after the new 
year arrived, the demand for 
real estate increased. 

By the beginning of March, 
the demand for homes had in- 
creased, while there has been a 
decline in the number of homes 
coming on the market, Pickett 
said. „ 

According to statistics at 
Metro MLS, a 12-percent de- 
cline in the number of homes 
coming on the market was fol- 
lowed by a 5 -percent drop so far 
in 1988. 

A recent survey shows that 
ow r ning a home remains a top 
priority for the majority of 
Americans, 

Some 87 percent said it is an 
important part of life, and 
many ranked it more impor- 
tant than having a car, a happy 
marriage, an interesting job or 
a lot of money. The survey was 
conducted by the National 
Association of Realtors. 

“Every day, we see the 
struggle and sacrifice many 
buyers are willing to undertake 
to move into homeownership 
ranks," Pickett said. 

But with the wide variety of 
financing available, young peo- 
ple should also find it no more 
difficult to own a home than 


any other age group, Pickett 
said. 

“First-home buyers aren't 
any different from any other 
home buyers.” Pickett said. 
“If they have the money, they 
can buy a home," she said. 

The downpayment remains 
one of the major barriers to 
buying a home for renters and 
young adults, Pickett ex- 
plained. 

A number of home-buying re 
commendations have been de- 
veloped by a National Housing 
Task Force and are expected to 
form the basis of housing leg- 
islation to be introduced in Con- 
gress later this year. 

These recommendations in- 
clude: 

• Allowing first-time home- 
buyers to withdraw - without 
penalty - set amounts from In- 
dividual Retirement Accounts 
or 4Q1K tax-deferred savings 
accounts for downpayments on 
homes; 

• Establishment of indi- 
vidual housing accounts that 
would allow contributions to be 
eligible for tax credit; and 

• Creating a national em- 
ployee homeownership prog- 
ram to permit employers to 
provide downpayment assist- 
ance to employees on a tax- 
benefit basis for both. 

Pickett said some studies 
have shown that homeowners 
tend to save more than renters 
for long-term purposes, such as 
retirement. 

Some of the other federal 
policy options stemming from 
the NAR study include: giving 
states authority to issue tax- 
free mortgage revenue bonds 
to provide lower-cost financing 
for low- and moderate-income 
homebuyers. 

But all is not rosy for first- 
time home buyers. 

The Michigan state housing 
director recently warned that 
the Michigan State Housing 
Development Authority may 
not be able to offer loans for 
first-time homebuyers and for 
older homeowners after 1988. 

Terrence Duvernay said the 
1986 federal Tax Reform Act 
contains a provision ending the 
sale of mortgage revenue 
bonds for housing loans after 
Dec. 31, 1988. 

The housing authority uses

the bonds to offer low-cost 
loans for home mortgages and 
home-improvement loans. 

“Without Congressional ac- 
tion to extend mortgage re- 
venue bonds, thousands of 
young families will be shut out 
of the housing market in the 
next few years,” Duvernay 
said. 

Two bills are pending in Con- 
gress to extend the bonds until 
1992. Duvernay said 90 percent 
of the borrowers from the hous- 
ing authority are buying their 
first homes* 

“Their average income is 
under $ 22 , 000 , and many earn 
much less. They are purchas- 
ing homes with an average cost 
of about $ 37 , 000 , helped by 
MSHDA's low r er interest rates 


and low down payments," he 
said. 

The authority has invested a 
cumulative amount of $567 mil- 
lion in home mortgages for 
24,200 buyers and $74 million in 
14,300 home improvement 
loans, according to Duvernay. 

Pickett said some other op- 
tions for legislation to help 
homeowners are: promoting 
home ownership in central 
cities through tax credits: 
identifying ways to reduce and 
restructure fees that create 
high downpayments and exces- 
sive closing costs; authorizing 
or enhancing authority for the 
FHA to provide direct mort- 
gage loans in areas where tra- 
in i ti n n a ) financing is not 


available ; and creating and ex- 
panding programs to recycle 
FHA and VA repossessed or 
abandoned properties. 

Another issue facing the real 
estate industry is a recently 
approved law that puts a cap on 
the size of the mortgage that 
qualifies for mortgage deducti- 
bility. 

The cap has been set at $1 mil- 
lion, which does not affect 
many homeowners. 

Pickett said the issue may 
come up at a National Realtors 
Association meeting in May. 
Since a cap has been placed, 
the cap could be lowered to a 
level that would affect more 
homeowners. Pickett said.

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Contamination: Several area sites top state health list

Several western Wayne 
County properties have been 
added to Department of Natu- 
ral Resources lists of environ 
mental contamination sites. 
The lists are for fiscal year 
1989. 

The lists are required 
annually under the Michigan 
Environmental Response Act 
program The lists identify 
sites, give risk assessments 
and priority ranking of sites 
needing cleanup. 

The priority lists actually 
consist of two lists. List one is 
divided into two groups.

The DNR also has a second 
list of sites when* interim re 
spon.se activities and site eva 
luations have Indicated the 
need for state funded final site 
remedies.

Contamination at the sites is 
the result of a variety of land 
and water resource uses. 
Manufacturing is listed as the 
source of contamination at 24 
percent of the listed sites, land- 
fills and open dumps as a 
source for IH percent, gas sta- 
tions account for 11 percent 
(largely a result of leaking 
underground storage tanks), 
the source oi contamination is 
unknown for 16 percent of the 
listed sites, and sources of con- 
tamination at the remaining 
sites include mining, highway 
maintenance and bulk storage. 

In fiscal year 1989, the budget 
for cleanup is $6.9 million, re- 
duced from a budget that is 
typically $11.5 million, accord- 
ing to Andrew Gabel, environ- 
mental quality manager for the 
DNR.

A classifying and ranking system is used by the state Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources to compare contamination sites that 
arc more and less harmful to humans. In the system, items on the 
priority list are ranked from 1 to 522. The higher the number, the 
higher the emphasis given at the state level to clean up the con- 
tamination site 

In addition, sites are assigned risk assessments from 0 to 2000. 
The higher the risk assessment, the higher the possibility of a health 
hazard to humans.

Committee studies possible millage

Should Wayne County tax- 
payers finance the construc- 
tion of a new jail? 

That is the question an ad hoc 
committee, put together by the 
Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners and chaired by 
! commissioner Arthur Carter, 
I hopes to answer within the next 
: few weeks. 

1 Because of jail overcrowd- 
: ing, the commissioners want a 
; detailed report on the feasibil- 
; ity of constructing a new jail. 

Before the county commis- 
sioners is a proposal authored 
by Commissioner George 
Cushingberry that, given the 


commissioners approval, 
would place before the county 
voters a request to levy an 
additional 2 mills for a period of 
10 years, beginning in 1989, to 
construct a new jaiL 

The commissioners have yet 
to act upon the Cushingberry 
proposal. Instead, they have 
asked Carter and his commit- 
tee to investigate the over- 
crowding at the county jails 
and report back to them. 

Meanwhile, Wayne County 
Sheriff Robert Ficano believes 
that there is another alterna- 
tive than asking the county tax- 
payers for more money. 

“There is definitely a jail 
space problem/’ Ficano said. 
“That is why I asked for double 


and even triple bunking in the 
cells. But I am not convinced 
that the taxpayers should pay 
for the jail. 

“Instead, why not let private 
enterprise build the jail, then 
lease it back to the county. In 
this way, the builder will get all 
of the tax breaks and incen- 
tives that go along with the pro- 
ject” 

Wayne County Executive 
Edward McNamara also is not 
ready to ask the county voters 
for more money. He reportedly 
will await the results of the ad 
hoc committee ip order to 
make his decision on which 
direction to take.

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Ticket quotas: Police feel state law would be ‘hindrance’ 


Although the proposed leg- 
islation which would prohibit 
ticket quotas in police depart- 
ments ‘'appears to have 
merit/' Canton Township Pub- 
lic Safety Director John Santo- 
mauro sees it as a serious en- 
croachment on the manage* 
merit rights of administrators. 

Santomauro, representing 
the police chiefs of western 
Wayne County, said he is not 
opposed to legislation which 
bans the establishment of traf- 
fic ticket quotas. He does. 


however, oppose ' had legisla- 
tion" which can hinder the traf- 
fic enforement programs of 
communities. 

The proposed legislation. 
House Bill 4538, states that a 
police officer shall not be re- 
quired to issue a certain num- 
ber of citations for violations or 
to satisfy a quota system dur- 
ing any time period in its ori- 
ginal form, violators of the 
proposed law' would be guilty of 
misconduct in office and sub- 


ject to removal. In the substi- 
tute bill, the penalty has been 
reduced to a civil infraction, 

Santomauro said he believes 
that instances of ticket quotas 
i mposed by police departments 
could be dealt w ith on an indi- 
vidual basis, rather than by a 
state law'. 

Following Santomauro’s pre- 
sentation to the Conference of 
Western Wayne, Andrew Spi- 
sak, administrative aide to the 
Westland mayor, announced 

his opposition tn thp hoitcn hifL 


“I'm a former police offic- 
er/' Spisak said. “In 25 years - 
working for two departments - 
no one ever told me how many 
tickets to write/' 

Spisak noted that police offic- 
ers are “free agents on the 
streets with no supervision/ 1 
He said that it would be diffi- 
cult to believe that an officer 
could be on the streets for an 
eight-hour shift and not find 
any crime or any traffic viola- 
tions. Spisak said the lack of 
tickets written by officers 


could be an indication that they 
may not be performing as re- 
quired. 

“It is very difficult to evalu- 
ate a police officer, and part of 
his duties (which cbuld be ev- 
aluated) are traffic enforce- 
ment," Spisak said. “1 see the 
bill as interfering with man- 
agement rights." 

Rep. James Kosteva of Can- 
ton said he had voted in favor of 
the house bill “on my percep- 
tion" of it, Kosteva said he had 


not been aware of negative 
aspects of the proposed legisla- 
tion, 

Dennis Archer of Dearborn 
questioned whether the word- 
ing of the proposed law could 
put a mayor or supervisor in 
jeopardy if he ordered a police 
chief to concentrate traffic en- 
forcement in a particular area. 

The CWW unanimously 
voted to draft a resolution 
opposing the house bill and for- 
ward it to state senators.

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Citizen outcry is 
premature action 

Parents in the Wayne-Westland Community School District are 
outraged. School officials, they contend, are planning to 
establish a teen health center in the district - a center that 
would be the local supply house of ''‘free" contraceptives and 
abortions at the expense of their parents’ medical insurance. 1 

Some parents have even revealed the startling fact that a 
classroom could be provided for teens to perform sexual inter- 
course. an educational concept modeled after a similar plan in 
California, 

The parental concern about the teen health center is legiti- 
mate. However, the misconstrued facts - such as all of the 
above - and premature negative reaction to a proposal that is 
still in the study stages are damaging to the scope of the project 
and representative of the propaganda techniques currently 
being utilized by opponents of all state-funded, in-school teen 
health clinics. 

For the record, what is occurring in the Wayne-Westland 
schools is a teen health care assessment. The study is being 
coordinated by school officials and being funded by the Michi- 
gan Department of Public Health. Community Services 
Bureau. The project, in the current stage, is designed to deter- 
mine the health care needs of teenagers in the district. 

School officials have distributed surveys to a random sam- 
pling of teens in the district. With survey results, educators will 
be able to compare the needs of Wayne-Westland teenagers- in 
areas such as health care, referral services, counseling facili- 
ties, centers to treat sexual abuse, programs to deal with teen- 
age sexual activities, substance abuse and payment for all of 
these services - to those of other youngsters in the state. 

Using the results, state health care officials say, a recom- 
mendation can be made to either establish an in-school teen 
health clinic, a more elaborate referral system or provide no 
additional services at all. The surveys are designed only as a 
gauge and are not precursors of any school-based health clinic. 

Moreover, many of the parents speaking out on the issue are 
circulating a few’ very’ tainted facts. Some sources contend that 
the surveys usually result in the establishment of a school- 
based health clinic . In fact, only tw’o clinics resulted from seven 
needs-assessments surveys conducted in 1987. 

Others who purport to have a handle on the solid facts of the 
issue make claim to horror stories at some teen health clinics. 
They say clinic staff members will provide abortion referrals 
and distribute contraceptives free of charge to teens, without 
parental knowledge. In fact, it is illegal for the staff members 
of such a clinic to distribute any sort of contraceptives or make 
abortion referrals. While teen medical confidentiality is pro- 
tected under the law, a teen sex and abortion clinic is not. 

Parents in the Wayne-Westland schools - and all other dis- 
tricts where similar assessments are now under way - are to be 
commended for their concern and demand for only the best the 
care and education of their children. But misconstrued facts 
and premature outcries will net few positive programs for the 
students. 

Instead, parents need to be fully informed of all the facts in 
this issue - and all others. Parents need to sift through the solid 
data, subtract the emotional propaganda and examine the net 
result. 

In doing this, the many positive ramifications of the teen 
health-care needs assessment might become obvious, the ill- | 
advised rumors deadened and many parental worries calmed. 

The many good results of such a study, we feel, can be as 
startling as th myths. 

Good judgment pays off 

Decisions made in haste can be the subject of regret in future 
days. 

That is why Belleville Mayor Glenn Silvcnisand members of 
the city council refused to allow themselves to be stampeded 
into making a snap judgment on whether the site of the Straw- 
berry Festival amusement rides should be relocated. 

Business owners and residents whose property adjoins the 
amusement ride site presented a good case for their request to 
move the carnival to an alternate site. They complained about 
noise, excessive traffic and the inability to find a parking spot 
for themselves or their guests during the annual three-day 
event. 

We hope that careful consideration by Mayor Silvenis, the 
Belleville City Council and representatives of the Strawberry 
Festival Committee will resolve the problems at hand and 
smooth the path for a bigger and better festival this summer. In 
addition, we hope it will be an event that will be equally enjoyed 
by all Belleville residents. 



Health clinic 
is not needed

Instead of remembering his 
training and accepting his new 
home as just another place to live 
with his people, the dog doesn't 
understand why his previous sur- 
roundings were taken aw r ay from 
him 

Before long, the children will 
find new friends, mom wOJ be 
happy with the school and store 
locations, and the dog, too, will 
settle down. Family living will 
continue as before. So if you've 
been lucky enough to move to 
your dream house, but the whole 
situation has turned into a night- 
mare, relax! Everything will be 
fine if you accept the natural 
reactions to change.

HUSBANDS TAKE A 


Second in a two-part series . 

I am sometimes introduced as 'Mr. 
Elaine Kirchgatter.’ ” explained a 
joking husband of a local woman 
politician. But the life of Richard 
Kirchgatter and several others like 
him in the area is no joke. It is a life 
that has been changed dramatically 
since their wives decided to become public ser- 
vants.

Let’s find out . . , , 

Richard 
Kirchgatter 

Dr. Richard Kirchgatter 
said being married to a township trustee hasn’t 
changed his life much. 

But he does introduce himself as “Mr. Elaine 
Kirchgatter” from time to time, he jokingly ex- 
plained, 

In the Kirchgatter family; both husband and wife 
serve in township government. 

Elaine Kirchgatter was appointed to the Canton 
Township Board of Trustees in January to fill a 
position vacated when Stephen Larson resigned 
from the board, Richard Kirchgatter serves on the 
township planning commission, 

Dr. Kirchgatter practices veterinary medicine 
at Parkway Veterinary Clinic, in Canton, 

“She has been involved a lot longer than I have,” 
Dr. Kirchgatter said of his wife, “She has been 
involved in many organizations over the years, in- 
cluding serving on the Plymouth-Canton Board of 
Education,” 

She is also a member of the American Associa- 
tkm of University Women, the Women’s Study Club 


of Plymouth and participates in church activities. 

Dr. Kirchgatter said if his wife runs and wins the 
election for township trustee this year, he will res- 
ign his position on the planning commission. 

“One member of the family involved in the 
township government is enough,” Kirchgatter 
said. 

Dr. Kirchgatter said he is used to his wife being 
involved. 

“She is an individual. She's got a right to do what 
she wants to do,” he said. 

He doesn’t pay as much attention to what's hap- 
pening politically in the township as she does but 
tries to stay abreast of planning issues. 

“A lot of things we do on the planning commis- 
sion may not be politically astute,” he said. “We 


understand that I’m going to do things the way il 
should be done,” he said. 

The Kirchgatters met at Iowa State University. 
Dr. Kirchgatter is from Iowa, while Mrs, Kirchgat- 
ter is from New York. 

They have three daughters. One is a graduate of 
the University of Michigan, the second is a sopho- 
more at the University of Oklahoma, and the 
youngest is a junior at Ply mouth-Can ton High 
School, 

Kirchgatter said his wife has been interested in 
the township board for the past couple of years. She 
hasn’t made up her mind if she will run in the next 
election, he said. 

His responsibilities haven't changed much, he 
said. They often attend open houses and other acti- 
vities together, but he did those things as a member 
of the planning commission, as well. 

And as far as helping with her campaigns, Kir- 
chgatter said he has been fortunate in that she has 
friends to help her out. 


Ted Scott 

Westland School Board President Sharon Scott 
comes from a long line of political women But it 
w r as her husband, Ted, who suggested she run for 
the board of education. 

“1 thought they needed someone like her at the 
time," Ted said. “She is very capable and knows 
how to get things done,” 

Sharon first ran for the school board to fill the 
unexpired term of a recalled board member It 
was a time of great strife on the board of education. 

Ted said he believed his w f ife could help put the 
school district back together. 

Ted is not unfamiliar with 
the life of a public servant. He 
is a retired fire chief of West- 
land and now is the safety 
director for Wayne County, 
The couple have been mar- 
ried for 28 years. Sharon is 
from Wayne, and Ted is from 
Ohio, 

Sharon’s grandmother and 
mother were both active poli- 
tically. Sharon also began 
working with political cam- 
paigns at an early age. 

Ted’s work made it diffi- 
cult for him to actively cam- 
paign for his wife the first 
time. But the second time 
around, he w"as able to spare 
more time, Sharon said. 

“It becomes a family 
affair,” Sharon said. “You 
have to campaign and love it,” 

Ted doesn’t discuss school board business with 
Sharon very often, but he does feel the effects of 
frenzied school board meetings. 

“You can’t help but bring some of that home,” 
Ted said. “I always attribute her grouchiness on 
Tuesday to the school board meetings ion 
Monday).” 

Sharon said she spends most Monday nights w ide 
awake unable to get school board matters out of her 
mind. On Tuesday, she is usually extra tired and 
needs to spend the day recuperating. 

The couple agreed that they are very family- 
oriented and enjoy spending time with their chil- 
dren. Even with hectic schedules, they always find 
time for each other. 

While Sharon is usually busy Monday evenings, 
Ted finds himself busy with his hobbies and com- 
munity activities.

There are cakes and then 
there are cakes. Obviously, 
as any ehocolaholie knows, 
the best ones have to be 
chocolate. And of the multi- 
tude of chocolate cakes, there 
is one classic that simply ca n- 
not be topped. 

The Tunnel of Fudge cake, 
of course, which was certain- 
ly worth the $5,000 prize the 
judges awarded it in the 17th 
Pillsbury Bake Off competi- 
tion. Truly, when this treat is 
made correctly, there simply 
is nothing to compare with it. 

The original recipe as con- 
cocted by a Texas housewife 
required a packaged dry 
frosting mix which is no lon- 
ger available. Not to fear, the 
Pillsbury folks came up with 
some substitutions which 
make the cake every bit as 
good as the original. While 
the use of packaged mixes is 
usually frowned upon by 
those enamored of their own 
culinary skills and ability, 
this cake is really excellent, 
considering the small effort 
needed to make it. 

But, it can be dry and have 
a very cardboard-like tex- 
ture if the directions are not 
followed precisely. Be very 
careful not to overbake the 
cake and it may not take as 
long as the directions indi- 
cate in the oven. Watch it 
carefully, because with the 
gooey, fudgy center, regular 
doneness tests cannot be 
used. 

The nuts are essential to 
the success of the cake, and 
while walnuts are suggested, 
it is superb with chopped 
almonds, too. 

Tunnel of 
fudge cake 

CAKE 

13/4 cups margarine or but- 
ter, softened (butter is 
better)! 3/4 cups granulated 
sugar 
6 eggs 

2 cups powdered sugar 
2 1/4 cups all-purpose flour 
3/4 cup cocoa 
2 cups chopped walnuts 

GLAZE 

3/4 cup powdered sugar 
1/4 cup cocoa 
1 1/2 to 2 tablespoons milk 

Heat oven to 350 degrees, if 
necessary, use a separate 
oven thermometer to ensure 
accuracy of temperature. 
Generously grease and flour a 
12-cup fluted tube pan or a 10- 
inch tube pan. In a large bowl, 
beat butter and granulated 
sugar unto light and fluffy. 
Add eggs one at a time, beat- 
ing well after each addition. 
Gradually add the powdered 
sugar and blend well. Lightly 
spoon flour into a measuring 
cup and level off By hand, stir 
in the remaining cake ingre- 
dients until well blended. 
Spoon batter into prepared 
pan and spread evenly. Bake 
at 350 degrees for 58 to 62 mi- 
nutes, NO LONGER, Cool up- 
right in the pan on a wire rack 
for one hour. Invert onto a 
serving plate and allow to cool 
completely. 

In a small bowl, combine all 
the glaze ingredients until well 
blended. Spoon over the top of 
the cake, allowing some to run 
down the sides. Garnish as de- 
sired with chocolate curls, 
chopped nuts, etc. The cake 
should be tightly covered to 
store.

One portion for one person is 3 or 4 
ounces before it is cooked, he said. 

Another mistake cooks make is not us- 
ing enough water to cook the noddles. A 
good rule of thumb is to use one gallon of 
water for 1 pound of pasta, Gatto said. 

Also 1 1/2 tablespoons of salt should be 
added to the gallon of water. 

Italians like to cook pasta until it is 
“el’dante” (literally “to the bite”). This 
means cooking it until it is still slightly 
firm in the center but not totally limp, 
Gatto said. 

Ravioli and tortellini would be cooked 
longer because they are stuffed. 

At the Roman Forum, Gatto experi- 
ments with pasta dishes to develop new 
ideas. 

”1 always do that to try to change 
around an old favorite,” he said. “Maybe 
1 11 put a new sauce on it or new spices to 
get more mileage out of it.” 

Some of G alto's recipes include: 


popular, Gatto said. With the green spi- 
nach pasta, purple beet variety and red 
tomato pasta, the old golden noodle is 
quickly revived in these salads, Gotto 
said. 

New shapes of pasta are also being con- 
stantly introduced. 

M Every time they come up with a new 
shape, they come up with a new name/’ 
Gatto said. 

From spaghetti to ravioli, gnocchi to 
mostaceiolL pasta comes in several 
shapes and forms. Of all the pasta dishes, 
however, lasagna is still the most popular 
at the Roman Forum. 

Specialized pasta dishes are also becom- 
ing more popular, such as seafood fettuei- 
ni The health-conscious, however, prefer 
the cold pasta salads, Gatto said. 

Gatto grew up working in the restaurant 
business. His father, Gregory Gatto, owns 
the restaurant, and many of his family 
members work with him or work in other 
restaurants. 

Gatto's grandparents and parents came 
to America from Italy about the time of 
World War II. They came to the Detroit 
area for jobs in the car factories, Gatto 
explained. 

Some of the family members decided 
they wanted to be independent business 
owners. One uncle started a pizzeria. In 
I960, Gregory Gatto also started a pizzer- 
ia. Anthony Gatto was 4 years old at that 
time. 

k ‘T started getting paid in the restaurant 
* business when I was 12,” Qatto said. “I’ve 
been around food and cooking most of my 
life.” 

Gatto trained in culinary arts at Henry 
Ford Community College. He also attends 
seminars on cooking throughout the year. 

A common mistake cooks make when 
preparing pasta is making too much, Got- 
to has observed. 

"Pasta is usually deceiving. Everybody 
cooks more than they need,” he said.

The financial markets are 
trying to overlook any negative 
data that could cause equity 
prices to decline. This can be 
done, but the time frames are 
very limited 

The market appearance of 
strength may be more a func- 
tion of a lack of sellers, as 
opposed to buying enthusiasm. 
The Federal Reserve Board has 
been content to let the market 
drift but is watchful for any sud- 
den acceleration in either direc- 
tion. 

For this week, any upward 
pressure on interest rates will 


ease. Gold and silver prices will 
be flat. 

Short-term traders will be 
selective buyers - and strong 
holders. Intermediate-term 
traders will also be strong hol- 
ders but may be reluctant to add 
to their present positions.

Law would 
aid users 
of credit 

Legislation designed to pro- 
tect Michigan residents from 
credit service companies that 
claim they can "cure” credit 
problems was recently intro- 
duced by state Rep. Gerald H. 
Law* 

The bill addresses both 
advertising and business prac- 
tices. 

“These companies' adver- 
tisements are filled with un- 
realistic claims about their 
ability to help consumers 
obtain credit, improve credit 
histories or eliminate debt and 
bankruptcy/ 1 Law, R- 
Plymouth, said. 

“They also charge exorbi- 
tant fees for services that con- 
sumers can actually perform 
on their own and at a fraction of 
the cost/* he said, 

A significant feature of the 
bill requires credit service 
companies to complete a de- 
tailed description of the ser- 
vices to be undertaken for the 
person and the cost to the per- 
son, before any services can be 
performed. 

“Unfortunately, the people 
at the mercy of these unscrupu- 
lous practices are those who 
can least afford it, so we’ve got 
to insure that they will know at 
the outset what they will have 
to pay,” Law said. 

While some victims of credit 
service scams may register 
complaints with their local con- 
sumer affairs agency or the 
attorney general, many fail to 
do so because of embarrass- 
ment, Legislation was enacted 
to address the problem in 1984 
in California, where the Attor- 
ney General estimated 50 to 100 
unfiled complaints for every 
one filed* 

Along with many consumer 
organizations, the Detroit Con- 
sumer Affairs Department, the 
Michigan Consumer’s Council, 
and members of the Associated 
Credit Bureaus of Michigan 
have expressed support for the 
bill* It is scheduled to be taken 
up in the House Consumers 
Committee in April.

THE DETROIT METROPOLITAN area unemployment 
rate inerased by 2.2 percentage points, as the jobless rate 
jumped from 8.1 percent in December to 10.3 percent in Janu- 
ary. according to the Detroit Labor Market Review . The in- 
crease represents 43.000 additional individuals out of work, 
while total local residents seeking employment climbed to 
219.000. The increase in joblessness, according to the Review, 
was primarily a result of seasonal cutbacks in construction 
and retail trade coupled with plant closings in the automotive 
industry. The state unemployment rate was listed at 10.7 
percent. Compared with one year ago, unemployment in the 
Detroit metro area has fallen by 63,000.

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Employers must 
learn to adapt, 
study contends

The United States is facing the prob- 
lems brought on by an aging workforce, 
and a recent conference look a look at the 
issues surrounding this development. 

By the end of the 20th century, the work- 
force will be significantly older, which 
could have financial implications for 
younger workers. 

Irving Blues tone, a labor professor at 
Wayne State University in Detroit, helped 
develop the idea for a conference. The 
conference was March 10 and 11 at the 
Detroit Westin Hotel. 

“An Aging Workforce; Agenda for Ac- 
tion," was attended by experts from 
across the nation. Speakers included John 
Stepp, acting deputy undersecretary of 
labor; Lt. Gov. Martha W. Griffiths; 
Owen Bieber, president of the United 
Auto Workers union; Arthur S, Fleming, 
former secretary of health, education and 
welfare; Douglas Fraser, president 
emeritus of the UAW and professor of 
labor studies at WSU and Karen Nuss- 
baum, executive director of the "9 to 5° 
National Association of Working Women. 

The average age of workers is increas- 
ing, according to Karl Kosloski, research 
associate professor at Wayne State Uni- 
versity. 

“As the baby boom cohort ages, it 
moves as a bulge through time affecting 
all demographic characteristics of the 
population," Kosloski said. 

Studies of the changing workforce are 
also being conducted as part of a project 
sponsored by the Roosevelt Center, in 
Washington, D.G, It is called the High- 
Flex Society Project. 

A Detroit-area neighborhood will be 
chosen for the study in the next week, 
according to Karen Baylor, a coordinator 
with the High Flex project. 

High Flex, which will also study Esca- 
naba, Flint, and Kalamazoo, will spend 
four months focusing on the changing eco- 
nomy and workforce. 

Some areas of concern for High-Flex 
include training and retraining of work- 
ers, education reform, work and the fami- 
ly, mobility of workers, workers and man- 
agement, the trade deficit, and the crea- 
tion of jobs, Baylor said. 

North Carolina and California are also 
being included in the study. 

Training and retraining of workers is 
important, Baylor said, because by the 
year 2000, 80 percent of the workers who 
will be in the workforce are in the work- 
force now. 

Another aspect of the changing work- 
force is that many older workers were 
electing to retire at an earlier age. 

But some changes in legislation may 
keep people in the workforce longer, Kos- 
loski said. For example rules keeping 
people from collecting Social Security be- 


fore a certain age and the lack of a man- 
datory retirement age may keep these 
people working longer, he said. 

Bluestone said with the aging of work- 
ers, comes more costs for younger work- 
ers. These costs will include larger pay- 
ments to pension. Social Security and 
health care funds. 

The conference members took a long 
look at the costs of health care. Some solu- 
tions were touched on, Bluestone said. 

One solution would include a national 
health care program. 

Bluestone said he favors a national 


health care program because of the be- 
nefits it could bring for U.S, citizens. 

Of the industrialized nations only the 
United States and South Africa don't have 
national health care systems. 

In Canada, the national system has re- 
sulted in lower health care costs, Bluestone 
said. 

A book is planned on the results of the 
conference, Bluestonesaid. The idea of an 
annual conference on aging is also being 
considered, but no decision has been 
made, he said. 


Agency finding jobs for handicapped

Saints Incorporated of Romulus 
has workers in need of jobs. 

These workers, who are develop- 
mentally disabled, can perform 
jobs for businesses at a lower cost 
than many other workers, accord- 
ing to Victoria Kennedy, general 
supervisor. 

Developmentally disabled is the 
new term for mentally retarded 
citizens, Kennedy said. The term 
means the person cannon reach his 
potential by age 18, she said. 

Saints Incorporated has a staff of 
10 people, who are now working 
with four developmentally dis- 
abled people. The program is 
under the auspices of Wayne Coun- 
ty Living Services in Northville. 

Some of the projects the workers 
are interested in doing are simple 
hand assembly, light manufactur- 
ing, dismantling, fabricating, 
packaging, sorting, commercial 
sign making, compiling, mail pre- 
paration, direct mailings, labeling 
and stuffing envelopes. The mate- 
rials will be picked up, worked on 
at the workshop and delivered 
completed by Saints Incorporated. 

<l We have trainers to help do the 
work,” Kennedy said. 

Many of the developmentally dis- 
abled people involved in the prog- 
ram live in group homes and strive 
for. independence with their own 
jobs and a place to live, Kennedy 
said. 

Kennedy said her organization 
needs more work for its partici- 
pants. Many other developmental-

ly disabled people are interested in 
the work, but the program isn’t 
large enough to accommodate 
them, she said. 

“There are sheltered workshops, 
but this is fake work. We are look- 
ing for real work for people,” she 
said. 

Saints Incorporated has many of 
its own tools. Wayne County Living 
Services provides the trainers, who 
help teach the tasks, and assure 
quality work, Kennedy said 

The service also provides pick up 
and delivery of the items to be 
worked on, Kennedy said. 

“They can't do highly technical 
work, we're not looking for en- 
gineering work,” she said. 

In many cases the work can be 
done for $4 or $5 an hour, Kennedy 
said. The developmentally dis- 
abled workers earn a paycheck, 
which helps them become more in- 
dependent. 

Once the workers receive some 
training, the program coordinators 
would like to see the workers move 
into the mainstream workforce, 
Kennedy said 

“But it takes patience for people 
in the community to work with 
these people,” she said. 


One success story is a man who 
worked with the program who now 
works in a restaurant in Canton 
Township. 

"We wish we could be more suc- 
cessful," Kennedy said. Lt is often 
difficult to keep the workers moti- 
vated, she said. 

Workers need no special training 
to join the program, but must have 
a sense of a work place. They must 
also be able to learn to use different 
types of equipment such as ham- 
mers and screwdrivers. 

Kennedy says the developmen- 
tally disabled are becoming more 
visible in recent years, “Ten years 
ago you never saw a retarded per- 
son,” she said. “Now you find them 
all over,” she said. 

“The developmentally disabled 
are much more mobile,” she said. 

More than 1,000 clients reside in 
group homes in Wayne County, 
Kennedy said, and many are look- 
ing for jobs. 

“It is difficult to get work. When 
you mention people that are de- 
velopmentally disabled, already a 
wall starts going up like a power 
window going up,” Kennedy said. 

Many people don't think these 
workers can do the job right, she 
said. “But the job will be done 
right. It will be done properly,” she 
said. 

“We will pick it up and deliver it 
within the time frame they ask for. 
We’ve always been able to make 
the deadline,” she said 
Saints Incorporated is located at 
6735 Brandt Road m Romulus.
